Democrats said today they may send 
President Ford a bill containing two 
plans — his plan to help New York City 
after default and their own plan to avert 
default — and let him choose which to 
carry out. 
But in the Senate, Democrats don’t 
want to give Ford a choice. The 
Democratic majority on the Senate 
Banking Committee sent to the floor 
Thursday a hill providing $4 billion in 
federally guaranteed loans — the type of 
bill Ford said he will veto. One Repub­ 
lican, Robert Packwood of Oregon, voted 
for it. 
“ There ain’t going to be no loan 
guarantee,” said Sen. John G. Tower, 
the panel’s senior Republican. “ It’s 
doomed.” He said Ford will not be dis­ 
suaded from using the veto even if the

The strategy there is to pass a 
single bill authorizing a $7 billion loan

Schlesinger, took steps to forestall it, 
Marchetti said. 
The two controlled the Pentagon suf­ 
ficiently that no steps could be taken by 
the military without their knowledge, he

Marchetti, who wrote “ The CIA and 
the Cult of Intelligence” after leaving 
the agency in 1969, said the plot was in­ 
itiated about 1967 and involved the Joint 
Chiefs of Staff, military intelligence and 
the CIA 
“ It seems they were waiting for 
something to happen or some order to be 
issued.” he said 
“ The plot plans were subtle.” he said 
“ They were going to declare a state of 
military emergency.”

enchanted with the CIA over the years 
because of the “ clandestine services it 
was involved in.” 
“ You have to understand that while 
they (the CIA and other intelligence 
agencies) are big and powerful, they are 
part of something bigger, the executive 
branch which over the years has been 
drifting toward an imperial presidency,” 
he said

Carey, a Democrat, spoke for mass 
demonstrations of protest He said of 
Ford’s program: “ The words of the bill 
are the words of Archie Bunker The 
music is the music of Herbert Hoover ’’ 


Ford, raising funds for the GOP in 
California Thursday, said the 
“best 
way" to help New York is “ to put pres­ 
sure on the city to do things that have to 
be done and to indicate that if they don’t 
act there is a way to maintain essential 
services after default ” 


Huge fees paid 
doctors treating 
Medicaid patients 


WASHINGTON (UPI) - The govern­ 
ment says 207 doctors earned over 
$10,000 each from Medicaid last year for 
treating low-mcome patients. 


Federal welfare officials said they had 
no way of knowing whether any of the in­ 
comes involved fraud, but asked state of­ 
ficials to audit these doctors’ claims to 
determine if they were valid 


Medicaid is a federal-state program of 
subsidized medical care tor needy persons 
of all ages. In 1974 the program reim­ 
bursed 99.117 doctors for providing 
medical services, which means that less 
than two-tenths of one per cent of the 
doctors earned more than $100,000 from 
their Medicaid practices

were 
located in the District of Columbia 
(seven doctors) and 16 states Alabama, 
1; California, 59; Georgia, 7; Hawaii, 1; 
Indiana. 2, Michigan, 18; Mississippi. 8; 

New Mexico, 1; New 
York, 53; Ohio, 2, Oklahoma. 1; Pennsyl­ 
vania. 4; Texas. 28 Washington state. 1; 
and Wisconsin. 1 


The top single one-year reimburse­ 
ment of $451,156 went to a New York 
state physician 


Departing from previous practice, the 
Department of Health, Education and 
Welfare said it would publicly identify 
the high-earning doctors by name and ad­ 
dress within the next few weeks HEW 
routinely has provided such information 
to congressional committees 


BEIRUT. Lebanon (U PI) - Christian 
and Moslem fighters traded rocket and 
mortar fire in the devastated eastern 
suburbs of Beirut today while a shaky 
cease-fire took hold in the center of the 
capital. 
A fifth American. Herman Huddleston, 
was kidnaped Wednesday, dragged from 
his home by Moslem gunmen, his wife 
reported 
A cease-fire, called Wednesday but not 
honored until a day later, went into ef­ 
fect 
Thursday 
night 
when 
Moslem 
militia forces appeared to be gaining 
ground 
Hundreds of frightened Beirut resi­ 
dents took advantage of the truce, 
broken by sporadic sniper fire, to flee 
from their homes near battle lines with 
hastily parked bags 
By midnight, fighting escalated again, 
this time on Beirut's outskirts Rival 
religious factions exchanged mortar and 
rocket fire in the war-battered suburbs 
of Chiah. Ain Rummaneh. Hadath. and 
Leilaki 
There were also reports that some 
troops in Lebanon’s Chnstian-led army, 
which had generally stayed out of the 
fighting, 
were battling Moslems in 
Zahle. 40 miles east of Beirut But there 
were no details 
Before the cease-fire took hold. 500 
Moslems, 
backed 
by 
jeep-mounted 
recoiless rifles, advanced in Beirut to 
within yards of the Holiday Inn. a Chris­ 
tian stronghold 
Christians 
also 
manned 
positions 
around the nearby Phoenicia and St 
George hotels in the fashionable seaside 
district. 
The cease-fire called for government 
forces 
to 
take 
over 
the 
seafront 
strongholds, but a Christian militia 
leader said his forces would stay “ in 
view of the continued truce violations ” 
Huddleston. 47, of Fort Worth. Tex., a 
pilot for the Lebanese Trans Mediterra­ 
nean Airways, was the fifth American 
kidnaped m the current round of fighting 
An Armenian-American couple, Jean 
Markarian and his wife, were reported 
okay after their release by Moslems who 
invaded their apartment Tuesday 
But there was still no word on two U.S. 
Information Agency officials. Charles 
Gallagher. 44. of Roanoke, Va . and 
William Dykes Jr., 55, of San Jose, Calif 
dragged from their car by gunmen in a 
Moslem area of Beirut last week

MADRID, Spain (UPI) — Prince Juan 
Carlos of Borbon met with the cabinet to­ 
day. marking what is likely the end of 
dictatorial rule by the gravely ill Fran- 
ciso Franco 
The prince, named heir to the Spanish 
throne by Franco and and delegated his 
powers. Thursday chaired the 10 30 a m 
meeting of the 20-member ministers' 
council that was called to deal with 
problems that piled up during Franco’s 
illness 
High on the agenda was Spam’s con­ 
flict with Morocco over the disputed 
Spanish Sahara, government sources 
said 


Franco, 82. dangerously ill after a 
series of heart attacks complicated by 
stomach bleeding and other organic trou 
ble. was reported to have spent a quiet 
night 


His doctors said there was no change 
in his condition which they earlier 
decribed as grave

Peasant unrest 
reported in 
Mexican area 


MEXICO CITY (UPI) - Out 
of the bloody clash last week 
between squatters and police in 
the 
northwestern 
state 
of 
Sonora have come indications 
of widespread peasant unrest in 
that area and criticism of state 
and federal officials. 
The heart of the problem is 
one that has troubled Mexico 
since the Spanish conquerors 
arrived and one which was the 
biggest spark in the bloody 
revolution of 1910; land, and the 
peasants' demand of a piece of 
it. 
Although extensive land-hold- 
ings are supposedly outlawed 
by the Mexican constitution, 
the existence of “latifundios-“ 
— huge tracts of privately 
owned property — are still said 
to be a fact of life, not only in 
Sonora but in many other of 
Mexico’s 30 other states. 
Eight peasants died and 12 
others were wounded in gunfire 
by judicial police. Bloodshed in­ 
volving peasants or students is 
the kind of political “no-no" 
which is not easily forgiven in 
Mexico. 
And the reaction in Sonora, 
which borders on Arizona, was 
swift The chief of the judicial 
police was ousted immediate­ 
ly by Gov. Carlos Armando 
Bieeriih And then the gover­ 
nor resigned.

Chairman 
Torbert MacDonald, D-Mass , sponsor of 
the proposed legislation to continue the 
three-vear tryout of the antiblackout 
law indefinitely This was in answer to 
Rozelle’s statement that the NFL might 
have to change its television format if a 
blackout ban continued to whittle down 
season ticket sales and hurt game atten­ 
dance. 


MacDonald 
questioned 
Rozelle's 
testimony that the 1973 law has m eant 
more 
than 
$8 4 
million 
losses 
in 
decreased season ticket sales this season 
and last plus another $800,000 in radio 
and concession revenues. 
The form er Harvard football captain 
told newsmen after hearing Rozelle: 
i'm not the slightest bit impressed with 
his figure It s not accurate and doesn’t 
jibe with the fact obtained by our in­ 
vestigative staff or the league’s own 
reports to the Federal Communications 
Commission The season ticket sale los­ 
ses show no place else but in his state­ 
ment and I have to stick with facts 
produced by our staff." 
Republican Louis Frey of Florida told 
Rozelle that his own statistics indicated 
that the "no show" difference between 
sold-out home games and those still 
blacked out amounted to only 458 fans a 
contest 
Rozelle said the NFL had no thought of 
switching to a pay or cable tv system at 
this point.

With more teams for the bowl commit­ 
tees to choose from this year because of

Big 
Ten 
and 
Pacific 
Eight 
Conference’s decision to let more than 
one club from each conference partici­ 
pate in post-season contests, it would 
seem that two losses could be fatal in 
term s of being selected for a major 
bowl 
Florida wants the Orange Bowl, but to 
get there the Gators would most likely 
have to win or tie for the Southeastern 
Conference title The Gators are tied 
with Alabama and the two team s do not 
meet 
in 
the 
regular season. 
Since 
Alabama figures to win its remaining 
games. Florida must also. 
That may not be easy. Its next three 
games are with conference foes Auburn, 
Georgia and Kentucky—and the Gators 
have beaten Auburn and Georgia in the 
same season only once in the last 12 
years. 
Florida, third in the nation in total of­ 
fense. is a six-point favorite to beat 
Auburn but G ators’ quarterback.

- The conscience- 
stricken ex-CIA analyst, Sam Adams, 
told Congress the truth about the false 
estim ates spread by U S officials before 
the 1968 Tet offensive 
His testimony has produced a con­ 
troversy over juggled statistics. Other 
intelligence experts have called it all “a 
numbers gam e.” But 
the numbers, tragical­ 
ly, 
were 
flesh 
and 
blood 
By 
official 
count, 920 Americans 
died in the Tet attack 
Sam Adams’ revela­ 
tions 
have 
led 
the 
House 
Intelligence 
Committee 
to 
in­ 
vestigate the alleged 
role of Lt. Gen Daniel 
Graham, director of 
the 
Defense 
Intelligence 
Agency, 
in distributing the phony figures 
It’s a 
story 
we happen to know 
something about. Ten weeks before the 
Tet offensive, we learned about the 
secret 
dispute over 
intelligence 
es- 


timates. We reported on Nov. 30, 1967, 
that Maj Gen. Joseph McChristian, the 
Army intelligence chief in Vietnam, had 
been transferred to Texas for reporting 
higher estim ates than the Pentagon 
liked 
“McChristian’s 
estim ates 
of 
com ­ 
munist infiltration and recruitment,” we 
wrote, “were a constant source of an­ 
noyance to Secretary of Defense Robert 
McNamara, 
who thought they were 
higher than they ought to be... 
“ Intelligence specialists, who worked 
with McChristian, have told this column 
that his estim ates were conservative He 
insisted 
upon 
hard 
information and 
would never resort to guesswork... TTiere 
was subtle pressure on McChristian 
from the Pentagon to reduce his es­ 
timates, which he refused to do ” 
The Tet explosion convinced us that 
the military brass had made a ghastly 
miscalculation. We flew to the battle 
scene to seek the evidence. In Vietnam, 
we obtained 
a 
confidential, pre-Tet 
report which badly underestimated com ­ 
munist strength. “ It is now clear,” we 
were able to write, “that our policy-

The other night, listening to Eric 
Sevareid’s commentary on the news, I 
found myself being instructed on “the 
true catechism ’’ of the right wing 
Here is what I heard him say: “Mr 
Ford is daily reciting the true catechism 
of the right wing, i.e.. disorder is worse 
than injustice; waste in social programs 
is worse than waste in 
the military; govern­ 
ment regulations that 
bother business are 
a w fu l, govern m en t 
regulations that aid 
and abet business are 
all rij^ht; quick produc­ 
tion has priority over 
s a v i n g 
t h e 
e n ­ 
vironment; inflation is 
w o r s e 
t h a n 
u n ­ 
em ployment; 
street 
crime must be sup­ 
pressed; 
white-collar 
crime will cure itself, or something; the 
free market place is sacred but so is the 
power of great corporations to freeze it 
by administered prices.” 
For some reason, my mind travelled to 
an essay I had read a few years ago by 
Anthony Burgess, published when he was 
teaching literature at City College in 
New York 
Professor Burgess passed 
along a student’s analysis of Macbeth — 
so to speak, a student reciting the true 
catechism of Macbeth. It went: 
"Lady Mackbet says she had a kid not 
in so many words but she says she 
remembers what it was like when a kid 
sucked her tit so I reckon she was a 
mother some time and the kid must have 
died but we dont hear no more about it 
which is really careless of Shakesper 
because the real reason why Mcbeth and 
his wife are kind of restless and am­ 
bitious is because they did not have a 
baby that lived and perhaps this is all 
they really want and S. says notin about 
it.” 
As between the two, I find the analysis 
of Macbeth infinitely more revealing 
The difference, of course, is that Profes­ 
sor Burgess's student isn’t invited on the 
CBS network to teach fifty million people 
the true meaning of Macbeth 
Consider the first of Sevareid’s phony 
disjunctions 
Conservatives, he says, 
believe that "disorder is worse than in­ 
justice " That is like saying that women 


are better than streetcars What is the 
relation between disorder and justice? It 
is a narrow relation: you cannot have 
justice and disorder — that is to say, 
they are incompatible. To say that, is not 
to prefer order to justice, anymore than 
to say that women ride on streetcars is 
to say that women are to be preferred to 
streetcars. 
Conservatives, he says, “ believe that 
waste in social programs is worse than 
waste in the m ilitary.” What does that 
m ean9 What Sevareid is trying to say is 
that conservatives are more indulgent 
about waste in the m ilitary than about 
waste in social programs. 
That’s true: conservatives feel that if 
we finish off the century with one more 
aircraft carrier than we really needed, 
we will have erred on the side of safety. 
But conservatives feel that if we keep on 
multiplying social programs at the going 
rate, we will kill off the American ethos. 
That may be arguable, but it is not com ­ 
pressible in the Sevareidian manner 
Waste is waste The problem is defining 
waste. Conservatives are impartially op­ 
posed to waste, even to the kind of 
wasted time generated by listening to 
Mr. Sevareid maul orderly thought 
He tells us that conservatives believe 
“government regulations that bother 
business are awful but governm ent 
regulations that aid business are all 
right.” He is all wrong. I don’t know a 
single American conservative opposed to 
antimonopoly laws. Unfortunately, I 
know a lot of American liberals opposed 
to antimonopoly laws for labor unions. I 
know an American conservative who 
fought AFTRA, and I know an American 
liberal who weeps about AFTRA but 
doesn’t fight it. And so on 
One is reminded of a recent essay by 
Professor Lewis Feuer. “ Who has ever 
heard the analysts of one network take 
issue with those of another? In politics it 
is taken for granted that the background 
of every politician will be scrutinized. 
The reality is that one class in American 
society, the newsmen, like the medieval 
church, still enjoys an immunity despite 
the fact that it is of all the political 
elites, the most continuous. Legislators, 
presidents and cabinet secretaries come 
and go, but Eric Sevareid is always 
there, em itting exordia, pronounce­ 
ments, and serm onettes.”

According to recent news 
reports, a blue-ribbon panel 
has been named to probe the 
downward movement in high 
school 
Scholastic 
Aptitude 
Test scores in the past decade. 
The move is long overdue, we 
feel, and hope some substan­ 
tive recommendations will be 
forthcoming. 
The Scholastic Aptitude Test 
(SAT) 
measures 
reasoning 
ability so that colleges might 
have some criterion by which 
to judge the capabilities of stu­ 
dents 
from 
different 
high 
schools from different parts of 
the nation. 
Over the last decade, some 
10 million students have taken 
the SAT and their average 
scores have dropped by 32 
points on the verbal portion of 
the test and by 20 points on the 
mathematical part of the test. 
Average SAT scores fell 10 and 
eight points, verbal and math 
respectively, just from 1974 to 
1975, which, if compared to the 


SAT scores 


drop over the decade, shows a 
frightening decrease in high 
school-student 
reasoning 
ability. 
And what is left for our un­ 
iversity level institutions to 
do but accept these students 
and lower, simultaneously, the 
level 
of 
teaching? 
And, 
ultimately, 
the 
level 
of 
reasoning and thus knowledge 
will suffer. 
Indeed, more than a few 
college textbooks have already 
been re-written so they might 
be 
better 
understood 
by 
college 
freshmen 
and 
sophomores whose basic un­ 
derstanding of our language is 
deficient. In some instance, 
even classic literature has had 
to be revamped so that the 
young reader will comprehend 
what he has read. 
All this bodes ill for this en­ 
tire nation. Where will the 
future minds come from if the 
downward 
slide 
is 
not 
counteracted 
very 
shortly? 


Certainly there will continue 
to be highly educated and in­ 
telligent students coming from 
our high schools, but average 
is the mass, and when the 
mass goes in a direction in this 
country 
of 
majority 
rule, 
everyone else must follow. 
We have no idea where the 
blame 
for 
this 
erosion 
of reasoning ability might 
lie, although we suspect it 
lurks in a combination of both 
family 
and 
early 
to 
mid 
schooling. Blame is really a 
mute point here, however, 
other than as a place to hang 
the hat of corrective action. 
The real issue must be what 
can be done now since what 
the SAT scores are showing 
can be, we feel, directly cor­ 
related to a very similar trend 
in basic learning of the Three 
R’s. And anyone who is unable 
to communicate effectively in 
his or her native language is 
not something we would want 
to wish on anyone.

They show how Washington not only 
suppressed 
McChristian’s 
unwanted 
warnings but encouraged the Saigon 
command to sell a rosy outlook to the 
press 
Saigon came back in October, 
1967, with plans for a massive press cam ­ 
paign to portray the enemy as faltering 
“We 
will 
hold 
on-the-record 
briefings,” cabled Saigon, “whenever 
some point can be proved by captured 
documents .. concise, hard-hitting brief­ 
ings 
designed 
to 
allay 
credibility 
problems ” 
The Saigon authorities sought to prove 
“ that the enemy is fast losing control of 
the people for his side, his recruitment 
has dropped off sharply, he is having 
food shortages and he is having serious 
problems collecting VC taxes.” 
The Saigon proposals went so far that 
Washington cautioned in a secret “joint 
State/Defense m essage” in November, 
1967: 
“ We 
are 
concerned 
lest our 
credibility be tarnished by overstate­ 
ment of our case. While some pieces of 
the argument can stand unchallenged, 
others are more vulnerable because of 
the 
fragmentary 
nature 
of 
the 
evidence ” 
Still, Gen. William Westmoreland, the 
U.S. commander in Vietnam, sent the 
Pentagon 
a 
secret, 
year-end 
report 
promising: Through careful exploitation 
of the enem y’s vulnerabilities and ap­ 
plication of our superior firepower and 
mobility, we should expect our gains of 
1967 to be increased manyfold in 1968.” 
Exactly 29 days later, the communists, 
far from faltering, stunned Washing­ 
ton by attacking South Vietnam’s main 
centers during the Tet holiday. McChris­ 
tian had been right, his critics wrong. 
Their m iscalculations were paid for with 
American blood. Yet he remained in 
Texas, and they continued to direct the 
war effort. 
Now Sam Adams, whose CIA in­ 
telligence confirmed McChristian’s es­ 
timates, has reopened the episode. We 
can furnish the House Intelligence Com­ 
mittee 
with 
documents 
supporting 
Adams’ testimony. We also suggest that 
the com m ittee invite McChristian to 
testify. 
With the help of Saga magazine, we 
located the retired general who spoke 
out publicly for the first time. He told us 
how he organized military intelligence 
from the ground up, beginning in 1965. He 
wound up with the best intelligence, he 
said, “we ever had on the battlefield.” 
An 
operation, 
code-named 
Cedar 
Falls, brought in key enemy documents 
and personnel throughout 1966-67. As ear­ 
ly as the Spring of 1967, almost a year 
before the Tet invasion. U.S. military in­ 
telligence had sufficient data to predict 
the offensive, McChristian contended. 
He forwarded the information to the 
top command which took his information 
“very seriously,” he related. But over 
his protests, he was transferred to Texas 
in June, 1967. 
The Tet offensive should not have been 
a surprise, he told us. "We had a very 
good picture of the enem y’s strength and 
plans.” 
Footnote: 
General 
Westmoreland, 
despite his misleading 1967 year-end 
report, told us he agreed with McChris­ 
tian. The Tet offensive, he said, was in 
no way a surprise. “ We almost called the 
date.” he said. He even tried to intercept 
the 
attackers 
before 
they 
reached 
Saigon, but couldn’t because of the 
jungle expanse, he said. He is also eager, 
he said, to have the truth about Tet made 
public.
